At  every  ftep  in  Rome,  you  meet  with  fome  monuments',  or 
fome  ruins,  relative  to  fadts  the  more  interefting,  as  on  them 
it  was  that  the  eyes  of  the  mind  became  opened  in  its  earlied 
lludics.  '  . 

Rome  is  the  firft  virorld  that  was  known  to  us,  and  a  world,  to 
the  emhellifhment  of  which,  hiftory,  eloquence,  poetry,  and  all 
the  mod  ornamental  arts,  have  emuloufly  exerted  themfelves ; 
civitas,  in  qua  nemo  hofpes  niji  Barbarus;  a  city  where  they  only  ‘ 
are  ftrangers  who  are  ftrangers  to  literature,  and  to  all  knowledge, 
either  ferious  or  polite ;  and  who  never  heard  di  quelli  omaccioni^ 
cbe  vi  habitarono,  di  quei  Republiconi  liberie  Jincert  e  d^animo  vere> 
mente  Romano;  of  thofe  great  men,  of  thofe  free  honeft  and  bold 
republicans,  whofe  fouls  were  intirely  Roman.  Movemur  enim 
nefcio  quo  paCto,  faid  Cicero,  locis  ipfis  in  quibus  eorum  quos  ad> 
miramut  adfunt  vefligia. 

Indeed,  where  is  that  imagination  which  is  not  afTedled  at  the 
fird  fight  of  that  capital,  fo  long  the  feat  of  univerfal  empire,  to 
which  were  led  in  triumph  the  kings  and  fpoils  of  thofe  nations 
who  now  think  themfelves  invincible,  and  which  dill,  in  many  re 
fpcdls,  is  pofTeffed  of  the  empire,  and  of  the  eternity  annexed  to 
the  defliny  of  Rome !  -The  modem  capitol,  in  its  prefent  appear 
ance,  has  been  eredted  on  the  foundations  of  the  ancient.  Michael 
Angelo,  the  author  of  the  plan,  has  fpread  all  over  the  three  bo¬ 
dies  of  the  flrudture,  their  accompaniments  and  avenues^  that 
grandeur  and  ro  a  jelly  by  which  fuch  an' edifice  fhould  be  didin 
guiflied.

The  night  which  followed  the  pojfejjoy  I  faw  all  the  outward  I 
parts  of  thefe  buildings  illuminated  in  the  Roman  manner;  that  ■ 
is,  with  flambeaux  of  white  .wax.  The  . halls,'  the  fquare,  and  its  I 
avenues,  fwarined  with  people  from  the  city  and  the  neighbour.  ■ 
ing  country,  whom  the  ceremony  had  drawn  to  Rome.  The  dc-  I 
fcendaiils  of  the  Sabines,  of  the  Equi,  of  the  Vollci,  &c.  .wcre'l  ' 
there  with  their  children  and  wives,  in  all  their  finery  ‘and  pecii-  I  ^ 
liu*  (Irefles,  very  becoming  and  fmart,  and  an  infinite  variety;  all  I  ! 
animated  with  that  free  open  hilarity,  little  of  which  is  to  be  I  ^ 
found  among  the  people  of  Rome,  nor  in  general  amofig  the'inha-  I  | 
hitants  of  cities ;  and  making  up  to  thole  w.hom  they  thought  ■ 
mod  able  to  explain  to  them  the  fine  things  which  they  faw,  and  ■  \ 
mod  of  them  for  the  firft  .time  ;  almpfl  all  of  ‘  a  .fine  ftature,  well  I 
iliaped,  and  in  their  air  and  carriage  that  pleafing  eafe  and  free*  M 
elosn,  which,  in  the  Italian  ladies,  is  generally  Rifled' by  art,  ta^  V 
flic'tji  bona  ejl  natuni.  .  I 

By  the  illuminations,  the  tvi'o  wings  along  the  fquare  of  the  ca-  I 
pitol  appeared  to  me  not  precifely  perpendicular  to  the. .main  ■ 
body  from  which  they  are  detached:  it  feemed  as  if,  at  their  ■ 
exiremilies  facing  the  fowm,  they  inclined  towards  the  fquare,  ■ 
ihefc  extremities  intercepting  the  fight  of  the  illumination.  This  I 
flight  irregularity  1  had  not. perceived  by  day. light.  ,The  archU  ■ 
lect,  to  be  fin  e,  was  forced  to  it  by  the  irregularity  of  the  ground;  ■ 
4)r  perhaps  it  might  only  be  an  optical  decejition.  ■ 

1  had  heard,  aud  had  even  read  in  fonie  accounts,  that  the  ca- 
piioline  nioiinc  is  at  prefent  ahnoil  on  a  level  with  the  ground  of 
Rome  ;  and  fo  it  is,  as  to  that  part  which  faces  the  Forum  Ro-  I 
inanum,  01  Campo  Vaccino.  This  part,  which  was  made  of  the  ■ 
lubllnic^l ions  allributcd  .  to  Tarquin,  has  been  lowered,  and  the  ■ 
ground  of  the  forum  greatly  raifed,  fo  that  they  no\v  commum*.  ■ 
cate  by  3  very  gentle  ilupe.  The  true  'I'arpeian  rock  RiU  retain^  .1 
a  great  part  of  its  ancient  Reepnefs :  it  forms  the  outlet  froimthc'  I 

I’quare  heiwccn  the  right  wing  of  the  modern  capitol  and  the  I 

main  body.  This  outlet  leads  to  the  banks  of  the  Tiber  by  a  I 

rugged  declivity,  and  fo  Reep  as  fcaice  to  be  afeended  without  I 
the  help  of  one’s  hands.  In  a  word,  though  the  ground  at  the  I 

bottom  be  raifed,  any  one  thrown  dx)w'n  from  it  would  have  good  I 

luck  to  efcape  with  his  life.  ' ,  I 

Augustus’s  Mausoleum. 

That  any  part  of  AiiguRus’s  maufoleuiy  Rill  remains  vifible,  if 
owing  to  its  folidiiy  ;  mole  fua  flat.  In  its  circular  form,  and  po- 
jltion  with  regard  to  the  Tiber,  it  w^as  like  Adrian’s  maufoleuin> 
now  the  caflle  of  St  Angelo.  The  pyramids  of  Egypt  gave  the 
Romans  their  firR  ideas  of  thofe  huge  funeral  monuments,  in  the 
greater  part  of  which  they  had  likewife  adopted  the^ pyramid ical 
form  ;  AuguRus,  we  may  fnppufe,  thought  theTircular  more  ana¬ 
logous  ig  the  inajcRy  of  the-foveieigns  of  the  univerfe.* 
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Tlic  rudera  of  this  niaufoleum  fliew  it’toihave  been  an  edifice 
noi  Ids  grand  than  folid.  The  whole  carcafs  is  fiill  cxiiUng  in  a* 
round  lower  about  forty  feet  diameter ;  the  walls  of  which, 
ill  a  part  of  the  external  furface,  ar(5  ftill  incrufied  with  thofe 
itones,  pliced  lozenge-wife,  which  the  ancients  called  opus  reticu^ 
lit'im.  The  iiifide  of  this  tower  is  every  where  perpendicular 
anti  of  a  piece  ;  whereas  the  outfide  is  ftill'divided  into  two  (loii^/ 
the  frit  with  a  double  wall  of  a  prodigious  thicknefs.  The.  pro*’ 
jeciure  of  this  wall  was  unqueftionably  a  (bccle,  or  bafis  to  the  co¬ 
lumns  aj)pertaining  to  the  lecond  ftbry,  which  perhaps  was  of  a 
llii^liter  conftrudion,  and  only  with  pilafters,  of  which  no'manner 
of  vclliges  are  now  remaining.  The  wall  of  this  fecond  ftory, 
uliich  is  ftill  of  a  confiderable  height,  is  crowned  with  a  continual 
ar’.our,  and  ftiaded  by  fome  vines  planted  within  the  monument.* 
The  grapes  of  this  vineyard,  which  was  originally  planted  \Vith 
the  mufcadel  vines  of  Alexandria,  were  then  completely  ripe.  On* 
this  terrace  1  ufed  to  go  and  entertain  myfelf  with  the  prbfpec^  of, 
Rome,  and  the  country,  under  the  cannon  of  St  Angelo,  and  whilft 
eating  of  this  excellent  fruit  I  meditated  on  the  vanity  of  human 
grandeur.  •  •  *  .  •  •  • 

It  would  be  very  difficult  to  decide,  from  the  prefent  condition 
of  the  places,  whether  the  infide  of  this  monument  was  diftribu- 
ted  into  niches  for  the  urns  in  which  were  to  be  depofited  the 
allies  of  a  family,  which  Auguftus,  to  be  furc,  flattered’ himfelf 
was  to  partake  of  the  fiippofed  eternity  of  his  empire  ;  if  fo,  its 
invvard  difpofition  muft:  have' been  the  fame  as  that  of  the  Colum- 
ha  rium  in  the  Appian  road>  which  was  the  receptacle  for  the  afhea 
of  all  the  freemen  of  the  Auguftan  family.  I  have  already  faid,  that 
the  invvard  wall  is,  throughout  its  whole  circumference,  perpendi- 
tnlar  and  fmooth  ;  but  at  the  foot  of  this  wall,  and  under  its 
double  thicknefs,  were  vaults,  ftill  intire,  and  every  .where  var- 
niftied  with  a  kind  of  cement  or  red  inaftic,  wdiich  has  loft  no¬ 
thing  either  in  its  folidity,  or  the  glofs  of  its  colour.  Thcfe  vaults, 
once  perhaps  the  dormitories  of  the  Marcelli,  the  Germanici,  the' 
Agrippae,  the  Drufi,  the  Liviae,  the  Otftaviae,  and  the  firft  Caefars,- 
that  is,  of  fome  of  the  greateft  perfonages  ever  krtown  in  the  whole 
univerfe,  now  is  a  lay-ftall  for  the  dung  and  all  other  filth  ufed  in 
uiannring  the  garden  which  has  been  made  within  the  mond-' 
Hicnt.  • 

The  ariifts  in  building  the  maufoleum  had,  by  way  of  diftin^Ion, 
a  tomb  for  them  in  its  neighbourhood,  where  has  t^en  found  this 
infcripiion  :

I  am  farprifed  that  fome  antiquaries  ftiould  have  been  fb  far 
unllaken,  as  to  make  any  other  monument  than  this  mauibleumf  • 


ilie  tomb. intended  by  Virgil  in  thefc  beautiful  lines  in  the  fixth 
book  of  the  ^neid: 

^lantos  ille  viruni  magnam  Mavortis  ad  urbem 
Campus  aget  gemitus^  vel  qucc^  T the  vine,  videbis 
Futtcra,  cum,  tumuliim  pralerlabere  ruentem  / 

Firil^  this  maufuleum  faced  the  Campus  Martius,  which  in  Au« 
guftus’s  time  was  ftill  without  the  circuit  of  Rome.  Secondly^  it 
was  between  the  Tiber  and  the  Flaminian  road,  which  crolTed  the 
Campus  Martius.  Thirdly,  Augiiftus,  according  to  Suetonius,  had 
begun  it  in  liis  fixth  confulfliip ; 'and  Marcellus  died  in  the  elc- 
venth  confnlfliip  of  his  uncle,  who  reckoned  his  intermediate  con- 
fulfhips  by  the  years :  .now,  fuppofing  the  building  of  this  maufo- 
leum  to  have  taken  up  four  or  five  years,  it  had  been  juft  finiftied 
when  Marcellus  died.  ,  • 

On  beholding  thefe  auguft  ruins^  the  place  of  the  Scipios  tomb, 
the  remains  of  the  funeral  monuments  of  fo  many  licroes,.  who 
railed  Rome  to  fuch  power  and  glory,  it  is  natural  for  the  mind  to 
fall  into  that  reflection,  which  they  produced  in  Lucretius,  > 
Tu  vero  duhitabis  et  indignabere pbire^ 

Mortiia  cui  vita  ejljam  vivo  et  pane  videntu 

.  Obelisks^ 


'  Near  the  entrance  of  Aiiguftus^s  maufoleum  flood  two  obeliflts, 
of  which  Sixtus  V.  caufed  one  to  be  removed,  and  fct  up  facing 
the  north  front  of  Santa  Maria  Majore  :  the  other  is  faid  to  be^ 
Hill  buried  in  the  rubhifli,  by  which  the  ground,  of  Rome  has  been 
f)  prodigioiilly  raifed,  efpecially  in  this  part.  They  were  without 
hieroglyphics,  and  doubtlefs  the  very  fame  which,  as  Pliny  informs 
us,  were  by  Auguftus’s  order  cut  in  the  quarries  of  Upper  Lgypt. 

The  many  monuments  of  this  kind  brought  from  Egypt  to. 
Rome,  but  afterwards  thrown  down  from  their  pedeftals,  and  the 
greater  part  of  them  fince  fet  up  again  by  Sixtus  V.  are  the  moft 
iiiT^iilar  tokens  of  the  grandeur  of  this  ancient  capital  of  the  uni- 
verfe.  1  thought  it  very  ftrange  that  moft  of  them  fhould  have 
been  placed  in  the  lobbies  of  the  largeft  edifices,  the  proximity  of 
which  buries  them,  and  deftroys  a  great  part  of  their  effeeft’.  The 
only  one  ictaining  its  proper  place  is  that  in  the  iquare  Del  Po« 
]>olo:  the  like  advantages  lay  open  to  the  others;  they  (hould  have 
been  diftribiited  in  the  feveral  fquares  of  Rome. 

1  have  had  a  very  clofe  view  of  that  obelifk  which  Augufluf,  iii 
the  beginning  of  his  reign,  erecled  to  the  fun  in  the  center  of  the 
Campus  Martius.  Being  thrown  down  together  with  its  bale,  it 
had  fi>r  feveral  ages  lain  buried  under  ruins,  and  afterwards  under 
hoiiCes  built  among  thofe  ruins.  To  forae  it  was  part  of  the  foiin- 
daiion  ;  to  others  it  vvas  the  cellar  wall;  and  in  leveral  it  bad 
been  a  chimney-back  or  hearth,  by  which  laft  u(e|  of  courle,  all 
the  parts  expofed  to  the  fire  for  ages  have  been  defaced.  At  laft, 

'  Bcnedift 
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Benedid  XIV.  clearing  it  of  all  theft  incumbrances,  had  a  defign 
of  fetting  it  up  again:  it  is  broken  in  four  places;  a  common  mis* 
fortune  to  thofe  which  Sixtus  V.  reftored  to  their  honour.  To 
repair  the  calcined  part  is  a  difficulty  which  Sixtus  the  Vth^s  ar- 
chitecl  had  not  to  deal  with  :  this  however  may  perhaps  be  anf- 
wered  by  a  new  poliffi  and  veneering. 

The  Ivroglyphics,  (lili  vifible  on  all  the  found  parts,  arc  in  re- 
lie  VO,  though,  at  (irft  fight,  they  feem  intagliatas ;  the  fpace  taken 
up  by  each  figure  being  fo  grooved,  that  the  mofl:  prominent  parts 
of  the  relievo  are  lower  than  the  furface  of  the  block  in  which 
they  feem  enchaled  ;  an  expedient,  no  doubt,  contrived  for  (e- 
curing  thefe  parts’  of  the  relievo  from  the  frictions  which  thofe 
enormous  inalTes  mud  have  undergone  in  the  feveral  operations 
for  the  tranfportation  of  them,  raifing  them  on  the  pededals,  &c, 
Tiiefe  hieroglyphics,  it  mult  be  obferved,  are  of  a  mod  excellent 
workmanfhip.  . 

Near  the  obeliik  of  the  Campus  Martius  lies  its  bale,  an  enor¬ 
mous  cube  of  the  fame  granite  as  the  obelifk,  and  on  it  an  inferip- 
lion  in  Roman  letters,  in  the  mod  exa<d  proportion;  but  the  in* 
ftription  itfelf  is  quite  plain  and  artlefi,  faying  little  more  than 
that  Augudus,  Aigupto  capta,  dedicated  that  monument  to 
the  fun.  I  felt  a  pleafure  in  viewing  this  bafis  and  its  infeription, 
iVoin  confidering  that  Virgil,  Horace,  and  all  the  great  men  and 
wits  of  Augudus^s  court,  had  once  been. taken  up  with  the  fame 
ohje^d.

Mr  Thomlbn  was  the  poet  of  univerfal  nature  ;  for  where  can 
one  find  the  grand,  the  fublime,  the  beautiful,  the  pathetic,  the 
agreeable,  the  tender,  and,  in  fhort,  all  the  beauties  poetry  is  ca» 
pable  of  expreding,  fo  enchantingly  deferibed,  as  in  his  animated 
and  glowing  paintings.*  He  has,  indeed,  borrowed  Ibnie  things 
from  the  mod  finilhed.  performance  of  the  fined  poet  of  antiquity, 
VirgiPs  Georgies.  I  remember  only  two  places ;  his  panegyric 
on  a  Country  Life,  and* his  fimile  of  the  Nightingale;  and,  in 
Hiy  opiaion,  he  has  in  both  fitrpafled  the  great  mailer  from  whom.

Did  1  believe  the  .t  ran  fin  igr  a  lion  of  fouls,  i  wduldbe  convinced 
the  foul  of  Virgil  had  animated  Thoinfon,  the  fame  chaftifed^gc- 
nius,  the  fame  noble  fiinplicity,  the  fa)nie  delicacy  and  elegance; 
but,  for  well  chofen  proper  epithets,  I  will  venture  to  fay  Thom* 
Ion  excels  all  the  moderns,  and  all  the  ancients  too. 

•  'The  ode  wrote  for  his  birth-day,  and  publifhed  in  your  Maga¬ 
zine,  is  in  the  genuine  fpiritof  poetry  ;  but  there  is  a  difgufiing 
impropriety  at  the  end,  where  a  long  compliment  is  paid  one 
B.  In  a  poem  to  the  memory  of  fuch  a  perfon,  neithcr  .B’s  nor 
eVs,  however  remarkable,  (liould.have  been  in  the. lead  noticed.^—

inoJern  Virgil,  Qr  Arinftrong  may  be  juftly- named  the  modem 
Lucretius,  lor  nervous  ftile  and  elevated  feniiment.  ^  . 

Compare  his  Invocation  of  Hygeia,  vyith  Lucretiuses  Invocation 
of  Venus,  and  both  their  defcriptions  of  a  Pellilence,  and  you  will 
hud  he  has  been, as  happy.in  iniicatiiig  Lucretius  aj  Thom fon -has 
been  in  imitating  Virgil.  Indeed,  it  is  impoflible  to  read  many 
places  in  his  Eifay  on  Health,  without  applying  that  paifage  of 
Lucretius  to  him  : 

Ergo  vivida  vis  animi  pervicit^  &c. 

I  cannot  help  wifhing,  that,  a  poet  of  our  filler  nation  would 
feci  himfelf  infpired  for  this  loleiiinity  ;  I  mean  Mr  W  hitehead, 
wimfe  odes  are  equal  to  any  thing  in  our  language,  and,  though 
written,  one  would  imagine,  on  thread-bare  fiibje<5l!),  do  well  in- 
liiie  liim  to  the  compliment  Horace  pays  Pindar  :

S  jultice  is  one  of  the  principal  ingredients  of  my  difpofition, 
I  always  lay  it  down  as  a  rule,  to  make  particular  enquiry  a- 
bout  the  laws  and  conllitutions  of  the  different  places  .through 
''hicli  I  may  chance  to  pafs,  and  have  often  received,  not  only 
highell  fatisfat^lion,  but  the  greatell  inllrutftion  therefrom. 
Indeed,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  nothing  fo  delightful,  as  to  fee  a 
hare  governed  by  a  fet  of  wife  and  juft  men,  .who  have  the  iiite- 
reft  of  their  country  at  heart ;  and  who,  by  framing  a  falutary 
and  judicious  code  of  laws,  provide  for  the  poor  infignificant  pea- 
l^ni,  as  well  as  the  rich  and  powerful  lord ;  wliere  the  induftrious 
buibandman  enjoys  the  fruit  of  his  own  labour,  free  from  the  ra* 
pacioufnefs  of  an  oppreflive  landlord,  and  where  public  juftice  is 
adminiftered  in  equal  portions  to  all,  unbiafted  by  intereft,  unawed 
by  power,  and  nninfiuenced  by  conne<ft ion. ——Thrice  happy'  that 
which  tailed  thefe  ineftimable  blelliiigs,  through  the  wifdoni 
juftice  of  a  Licurgus,  a  Solon,  and  an  Ariftides  1— Thrice  hap¬ 
py  Icgillaiors  !  who,  by  diftributing. juftice  to  your  beloved  coun* 
*>y,  procured  to  yourfclvcs  the  blelTings  of  all,  and  immortalized 
>our  iun;cs  to  admiring  aficr*ages. 
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Law  undoubiec^ly  was  firfl:  founded  on  the  Ari<5left  rules  of  jufJ 
tice  and  equity  ;  for>  if  we  look  back  to  the  e'arlieft  and  primitive 
laws,  wrote  by  the  fervant  Mofes  for  the  children  of  Ifrael;  laws 
which  our  all-wife  and  provident  Creator  made  for  the  eafe  and 
liappinefs  of  his  creatures,  we  will  find  them  fo  CKtremely  juft,, 
and  fo  confiftent  with  equity  and  gooduefs,  that  no  rational  being 
can  doubt  of  the  abfolute  neceffity  there  was  for  them,  in  order 
to  procure  harmony  and  brotherly  love  between  man  and  man. 
As  law  is  therefore  founded  on  jullice,  it  confequently  muft  be  al¬ 
lowed,  that  the  more  expeditious  the  law  is,  it  is  the  more  juft 
and  i'aliitary  ;  for  1  look  upon  a  wife  law-giver  the  fame  as  a  ikil 
fill  phylician,  who,  by  knowing  the  nature  of  his  patient’s  com 
plaint,  immediately  preferibes  what  he  knows  will  procure  the 
qnickeft  relief,  and  thereby  reftore  him,  without  lofs  of  time,*  to 
his  wonted  health  and  fpirits.  How  then  fliall  vve  be  able  to  ac¬ 
count  for  ibc  llrange,  unnatural  laws,  fubfifting  at  this  prefent 
time?  Laws  which  would  almoft  induce  any  perfon  to  think,  were 
framed  witli  a  dcfign  more  to  fet  people  by  the  ears,  than  to 
procure  a  redrefs  of  grievances.  The  laws  which  I  mean,  arc 
thofe  for  the  recovery  of  civil  debts — a  thing  of  the  firft  impor 
lance  to  the  community  in  general.  I  am  confident  I  fhall  fur 
j>rize  a  number  of  your  readers,  when  I  declare,  that  the  law  of 
Scotland,  relative  to  this  point,  is,  in ‘my  opinion,  more  oppreftive 
than  in  any  other  country  1  know  ;  yet  the  truth  of  this  is  but 
too  obvious. — Is  it  not  moft  aftonifhiiig  to  fee  five,  ten,  ^ and  very 
often  twenty  years  roll  away,  before  a  fimple  caufe  is  determined? 
What  mull  a  poor  unhajipy  man  do  with,  perhaps,  *a^  wife  and 
large  family  to  maintain,  and  whofe  foie  dependence  is  upon  the 
recovery  of  his  little  all,  which  has  been  unjuftly  fiiatched  from 
him,  and  for  vvhicli  he  is  obliged  to  go  to  law,  to  procure  him 
fclf  redrefs?  What  recourlc  can  he  have,  I  fay,  in  fuch  a  cafe?- 
Nonc. — 'I  he  /or;;;/ of  law  mud  be  all  gone  through  before  he  can 
touch  a  farthing;  anil  of  thefe /or;;;/,  there  are,  for  ought  I  know, 
fcveral  ihoulands.  Nothing  finely  can  he  more  repugnant  to  jnf* 
lice  ;  nor  can  I  conceive  how  a  fet  of  men  could  invent  a  parcel 
of  quirks  and  quibbles  in  the  law,  with  no  other- in  ten  tioti  than  to 
keep  people  longer  oat  of  their  rights,  and  put  them  to  additional 
charges — no  contemptible  circnmftance  indeed  to  the  lawyers,  but 
a  thifig  of  no  fmall  confequence  to  the  nation^Mii  general,  and 
which  every  Icgillator  ought  to  hold  in  the  firft  point  ^ 

have  often  feen  a  lawyer  Icverely  reprimanded  in  open  coB?#  ^7 
the  judge  on  the  bench,  for  making  ufe  of  quibbles,  in  order  to 
prolong  time  ;  but  heie  every  quirk  is  allowed,  every  quibble  td- 
milled  as  g(K)d  in  law,  infotnuch  that  no  (boner  one  U  loppfdofft 
than  another  (like  a  hydra-headed  monftcr)  makes  its  appeartnec. 

I  by  no  means  intend  to  throw  the  fmalleft  rcfleiftion  upoti  ihf 

refpectable  and  leaned  body  of  men,  which  prefide  at  prcfcol* 

ver  our  courts  of  judice  ;  nothing  is  farther  from  niy  mteotioii; 
— — 
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only  mean  to  point  out,  according  to  jufticc  and  reafbn,  the  hard- 
iliips  attending  a  law  which  admits  of  fuch  a  number  of  unnecef- 
liiry  forms ;  unnecejfary  I  call  them,  for  how  otherwife  fhould 
tliey  be  uled  in  Scotland  alone  ?  and  why  are  not  civil  caufes  de» 
termined  here  as  (bon  as  in  England  ?  I  will  indeed  allow,  that 
the  court  of  chancery  in  England  is  a  mod  opprellive  and  cruel 
court  of  equity ;  and  that  Scotland  has  this  advantage,  that  cau&s* 
enn  be  determined  there  without  the  alliftance  of  any 'fuch  court; 
but  here  every  court  is  a  court  of  chancery,  whtn  a  perlbn  is  fo 
long  kept  out  of  his  money.  The  caufes  thrown  into  chancery 
are  but  few,  in  comparifbn  of  thole  we  have  been  juft  talking  of, 
and  thefe  too  generally  of  the  greateft  con/equetice.  There  is  a 
wide  dilFcrence,  methinks,  between  the  two  cafes  ; — the  one  con« 
cents  a  few  men  in  power  and  affluence,  the  other  every  individual 
in  general. — But  why  fhould  thefe  comparilons  take  place?  There 
being  an  opprefhve  court  of  juftice  in  England,  is  no  realbn  at  all 
why  there  fhould  be  one  in  Scotland  ;  rather  let  it  have  a  contra* 
ry  effect  ;  and,  as  there  is  fuch  a  court  exifting,  let  that  alone  in¬ 
duce  the  able  fet  of  men  which  Scotland  can  at  this  time  boaft 
of,  to  form  a  court  of  jufticc,  which  may,  with  truth,  be  called  a 
court  of  equity j  and  which  may  Hand  a  perpetual  monument  of 
the  juilice,  wifdom,  and  goodnefs  of  our  lawgivers,  while  we  the 
inhabitants  enjoy  the  glorious  benefits  ariling  therefrom,  aiul 
tlierehy  become  the  envy  and  admiration  of  our  neighbours.

An  account  of  the  Alanner  in  vohich  the  original  Inababitants  of, 
America  coridu^i  their  Wars ;  and  of  their  barbarous  Treatment 
of  thtir  Prifoners.  From  CwihxWs  Geographical,  Hijlorical  ami 
Commercial  Grammar,  &c. '

WAR,  if  we  except  hunting,  is  the  only  employment  of  the 
men ;  as  to  every  other  concern,  and  even  the  little  agri« 
culture  they  enjoy,  it  is  left  to  the  women.  Their  moft  common^ 
motive  for  entering  into  war,  when  it  does  not  arife  from  an  acci* 
dental  rencounter,  or  interference,  is  either  to  revenge  therofeWes 
for  the  death  of  fome  loft  friends,  or  to  acquire  prifoners  who  may 
affift  them  in  their  hunting,  and  whom  they  adopt  into  their  fo* 
cieiy,  Thefe  wars  are  either  undertaken  by  Ibme  private  adven« 
turers,  or  at  the  inftanee  of  the  whole  community^  In  the  latter 
cafe  all  the  young  men  who  are  dirpofed  to  go  out  to  battle  (for 
no  one  is  compelled  contrary  to  his  inclination),  give  a  bit  of  wood 
to  the  chief,  as  a  token  of  their  deiign  to  accompany  him.  For 
every  thing  among  thefe  people  is' tranfa^ted  with  a  great  deal  of 
ceremony  and  many  forms.  The  chief,  who  is  to  condutft  them, 
fads  feveral  days;  during  which  he  converfes  with  no  one,  and  is 
r^rticularly  careful  to  obferve  h'is  dreams,  ^which  the  prefumptioii 
VoL.  IX.  Li  natural 
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natural  to  favages,  generally  renders  as  favourable  as  be  coold  de¬ 
fire.  A  variety  of  other  fupcrllitions  and  ceremonies  are  obferved. 
One  of  the  moll  hideons4s  fetting  the  war-kettle  on  the  fire;  as 
an  emblem  that  they  arc  going  out  to  devour  their  enemies^  which 
among  fome  nations  inufl:  formerly  have  been  the  cafe,  fince  they 
flill  continue  to  exprefs  it  in  clear  terms,  and  ufe  an  emblem  fig- 
jiiticant  of  the’ ancient  iifage.'  Then  they'difpatch  a  porcelain  or 
large  IheJl  to  their  allies,  inviting  them  to  come  along,  and  drink 
the  blood  of  their  enemies.  For  with  the  Americans,  as  with  the 
fireeks  of  old, 

A  generous  friendflhip  no  cold  medium  knows,  . 

But  with  one  love,  with  one  refentment  glows.” 

They  think  that  thofe  in  their  alliance  niufl  not  only  adopt  tbeir 
enmities,  but ‘have  their  refentment  wound  up  to  the  fame  pitch 
with  themfelves.  And  indeed  lio  people  carry  their  friendihips, 
or  their  refentment,  fo  far  as  they  do;  and  this  is  what  (liould  he 
ex|)e<Red  from  their  peculiar  circumftances ;  that  principle  in  hu¬ 
man  nature,  which  is  the  fpring  of  the  fotial  affections,  a<fls  with 
fo  much  the  greater  force,  the  more  it  is  reflraincd.  The  Anicri- 
cans  who  live  in  fmall  focieties,  who  fee  few  ohjcols  and  few  per- 
i’ons,  Income  wonderfully  attached  to  thefe  objeCls  and  perfons, 
;»nd  cannot  be  deprived  of  them,  without  feeling  themfelves 
mil’erah'.e.  'I'heir  ideas  are  too  confined,  their  breads  arc  loo 
jKirrow  to  entert.'iin  the  fentiments  of  general  benevolence,  or  even 
c»f  ordinary  humanity.  But  this  very  circumflarice,  while  it  makes 
them  ciud  and  favage  to  an  incredible  degree,  towards  thofe  with 
xvhom  they  are  at  war,  adds  a  new  force  to  their  particular  friend¬ 
ihips,  and  to  the  common  tie  which  unites  the  inenxbcrs  of  the 
fame  tiibe,  or  of  thofe  different  tribes  which  are  in  alliance  with 
c»ne  another.  Without  attending  to  this  reflection,  fome  facflswe 
are  going  to  relate  would  excite  our  wonder,  without  informing 
cuir  reafon,  and  wc  (liould  be  bewildered  in  a  number  of  particu¬ 
lars  feemingly  oppoliie  to  one  another,  w  ithout  being  fenfible  of 
the  general  canfe  from  which  they  proceed. 

Haying  linifhed  all  the  ceremonies  previous  to  the  vvar,  they  ifTuc 
forth  with  their  faces  blackened  with  charcoal,  intermixed  with 
ftreaks  of  vermilion.  Then  they  exchange  their  cloaths'  with 
their  friends,  and  difpofe  of  all  their  finery  to  the  women,  who 
accompany  them  to  a  confiderable  diflance,  to  receive  thofe  laft 
tokens  of  eternal  friendfliip.  The  great  qualities  in  an  Indian 
war  are  vigilance  and  attention,  to  give  and  to  avoid  a  furprize; 
and  indeed  in  thefe  they  are  fuperior  to  all  the  nations  in  the  world. 
Accultomed  to  continual  wandering  in  the  foreds,  having  their 
perceptions  (liarpcned  by  keen  neceffity,  and  living  in.  every  re- 
fpect  according  to  nature,  their  external  fenfes  have  a  degree  of 
acutenefs,  %vhich  at  firft  view  appears  incredible.  They  can  trace 
o'li  iheir  enemies,  at  an  immenfe  diflance,  by  the  fnioke  of  their 
tires,  wliich  they  finell,  and  by  the.  tracks  of  their  feet  on  the 
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rrioiMi'l,  imperceptible  to  an  European  eye,  but  which  they  can 
emnt  and  diitin^uini  with  the  utmoft  facility.  They  even  clif. 
tinguiili  the  different  nations  with  whom  they  are  acquainted,  and 
rairdetermine  the  precife  lime  when  they  pafled,  where  an  Eu- 
loMC.in  could  not,  with  all  his  glaifes,  difliiignilli  footflcps  at  all. 

1  iiefe  circumftances,  however,  are  of  fniall  importance,  becaufe 
ihtir  enemies  are  no  lefs  acquainted  with  them.  When  they  go 
o.r,  iheiefore,  they  take  care  to  avoid  making  ufe  of  any  tiling, 
hy  which  they  might  run  the  danger  of  a  difeovery.  They  light 
Hi  fire  to  warm  themlelves,  or  to  prepare  their  victuals^  they  lie 
clofe  to  the  ground  all  day,  and  travel  only  in  the  night  ;  and, 
m  irchiiig  along  in  files,  he  that  clofes  the  rear  diligently  covers 
with  loaves  the  tracks  of  bis  own  feet,  and  of  theirs  who  pro- 
reded  him.  When  they  halt  to  refrefli  thenifelves,  flouts  are 
lint  out  to  reconnoitre  the  country,  and  heat  up  every  place 
where  they  fufpelt  an  enemy  may  lie  concealed.  In  this  manner 
they  enter  unawares  the  villages  of  their  foes,  and  while  the  flower 
(»r  the  nation  are  engaged  in  hunting,  maffacre  all  the  children, 
women,  and  helplefs  old  men,  or  make  .  prifoners  of  as  many 
as  they  can  manage,  or  have  flrength  enough  to  he  ufefiil 
10  their  nation.  But  when  the  enemy  is  apprifed  of  their  defjgn, 
and  coming  on  in  arms  againfl  them,  they  throw  themlelves  flat 
on  the  ground  among  the  withered  hetbs  and  leaves,  which  their 
laces  are  painted  to  refemble.  Then  they  allow  a  part  to  pafs 
uninolellr'd,  when  all  at  once,  with  a  tremendous  fliout,  riling  up 
from  their  aiiibufh,  they  pour  a  florin  of  innfket  bullets  on  their 
foes.  The  parly  attacked  returns  the  fame  cry.  Every  one  /hel¬ 
lers  hinifelf  with  a  tree,  and  returns  the  fire  of  theadverfe  party, 
as  Toon  as  they  laife  themfelves  from  the  ground  to  give  a  fecond 
fire.  Thus  does  the  battle  continue,  until  the  one  party  is  lo 
nnich  weakened  as  to  be  incapable  of  farther  rcfjllance.  But  if 
the  force  on  each  fide  continues  nearly  equal,  the  fierce  fpirits  of 
the  ravages,  inflamed  by  the  lofs  of  their  friends,  can  iio*longcr  be 
reftrained.  They  abandon  this  diflant  W’ar,  they  rufti  upon  one 
another  with  clubs  and  hatchets  in  their  hands,  niagidfyiog  their 
own  courage,  and  infulting  their  enemies  with  the  bitterefl  rr-» 
proaches.  A  cruel  combat  enfues  ;  death  appears  in  a  thoufand 
hideous  forms,  which  would  congeal  the  blood  of  civilized  nations 
to  behold,  but  which  roufe  the  fury  of  favages.  They  trample, 
they  infult  over  the  dead  bodies,  tearing  the  fcalp  from  the  head. 
Wallowing  in  their  blood  like  wild  beads,  and  (bmetimcs  devour¬ 
ing  their  flefli.  The  flame  rages  on  till  it  meets  wuth  no  refiflance; 
then  the  prifoners  are  fecured,  tbofe  unhappy  men,  whole  fate  is 
a  thoufand  times  more  dreadful  than  theirs  who  have  died  in  -the 
lifld.  The  conquerors  let  up  a  hideous  howling  to  lament  the 
friends  they  have  lofl^.  They  approach  in  a  melancholy  and  £b. 
leimi  gloom  to  their  own  village ;  a  roeffenger  is  fent  to  announce 
their  arrival,  and  the  women,  with  frightful  flirieks,  come  out  to 

mourn 


mourn  their  dead  brothers  or  their  huflbands:  /  When  they  ‘are 
arrived,  the  chief  relates  in  a  low  voice  to  the  elders  a  circuniQan- 
tial  account  of  every  particular*  of  the  expedition.  The  orator 
proclaims  aloud  this  account  to  the  people,  arid  as  he  mentions  the> 
names  of  thole  who  have  fallen,  the  Ojrieks  of  the  women  are  re¬ 
doubled.  The  men  too  join  in  thefe  cries,  'according  as  each  is 
connected  with  the  deceafed,*  by  blood  or  frieridfhip.  The  lad 
ceremony  is  the  |)roclainati(>n  of  the  victory;  each*  individual  then 
forgets  his  private  misfortunes,  and  joins  in  the  triumph  of  his  na¬ 
tion  ;  all  Kars  are  wiped  from  their  eyes,  and,  by  an  unaccountable 
tranlition,  they  pafs  in  a  moment ’fj*om  the  biitcinefs  of  forrow,  to 
an  extravagance  of  joy.  But  the  treatment  of  the  prifoners,  whofe 
fate  all  this  time  remains  undecided,  is  what  chiefly  charadlerifcs 
the  ravages. 

\V’’e  have  already  mentioned  the  ftrenglh  of  their  affciflions  and 
refentments.  United  as  -they  are  in  finall  focieties,  connected 
vvitiiiii  theinfelves  by  the  firmefl  ties,  their  friendly  aifeCtioiis, 
which  glovv  with  the  moll  iiuenfe  warmth  within  the  walls  of, 
ilieirown  village,  fcldom  extend  beyond  them.  They  feel  no¬ 
thing  for  the  enemies  of  their  nation;  and*  their ’refeniment  is 
ealilv  extended  from  the  individual,  who  has  injured  them,  to  all 
«)iliers  of  the  fame  tribe.  The  prifoners,  who  have  themfelves 
the  fame  feelings,  know  the  intentions  of  their  conquerors,  and 
are  prepared  for  iliem.  The  perfon  who  has  taken  the  captive, 
attends  him  to  the  cottage,  where,  according  to  the  diflribution 
inaile  by  the  elders,,  he  is  to  be  delivered  to  fupply  the  lofs  of  a 
If  tiiole  who  receive  him  have  their  family  weakened 
by  uar  or  other  accidents,  they  adopt  the  captive  iiuti  the  family, 
of  which  he  becomes  a  member.  But  if  they  have  nooccafionfor 
him,  or  thefr  lefentment  for  the  lofs  of  their  friends  be  too  high 
TO  endure  the  fight  of  any  connecled  with  ihofe  who  were  con- 
(crnetl  in  it,  they  lentence  him  to  death.  All  ihofe  who  have 
met  with  the  fame  fevere  fentence  being  collected,  the  whole  na¬ 
tion  is  aflVnihlrd  at  the  execution,  as  for  fonie  great  folemnity.  A 
(calfoUl  is  erected,  and  the  piifoners  are  tied  to  the  flake,  where 
they  conmience  their  deaih-fong,  and  prepare  for  the  enfuing 
(iene  of  cruelly  with  the  moft  undaunted  courage.  Their  ene- 
n  ies,  on  the  other  ride,  are  determined  to  put  it  to  the  proof,  by 
the  m(*fl  refined  and  exqiiilite  tortures.  1  hey  begin  at  the  extre¬ 
mity  of  his  IkkIv,  and  gradually  approach  the  more  vital  parti. 
One  pint ks  out  his  nails  by  the  roots,  one  by  one  5  another  lakei 
a  ritiucr  into  his  month,  and  tears  ofl  the  flefh  with,  his  teeth;  s 
third  ihrnfls  the  linger,  mangled  as  it  is,  into  the  bowl  of  a  pip® 
TO  a  lie  red  hot,  w  liich  he  Imokes  like  tobacco;  then  they  pound 
bis  toes  and  ringers  to  pieces  •between -two  4loiies;  they  pull 
tite  flt  ih  from  the  leeth^  and  cut  circles  about  his  joints,  and  gafliei 
in  the  tlelhy  parts  of  his  limbs,  .which  they  fear  immediately  with 
rod'Uoi  lions,  cutting,  burning,  and  pinching  them  alternately  I 
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they  pull  of  this  flefl),.  thus  mangled  and  roafted,  bit  by  bit,  dc- 
vouriiig  it  with  greedincfs,  and  fmcaiing  their  faces  with  the  blood' 
ill  an  cnthufiafm  of  horror'and  fury.  When  they  have  thus  torn* 
olf  the  Hefli.ihey  twift  the  bare  nerves  and  tendons  about  an  iron,- 
tearing  and  fnapping  them,  whilft  others  are  employed  in  pulling 
and  extending  the  limbs  in  every  vvay  that  can  increafe  the  torment.^ 
'fhis  coiiiiiiues  often  five  or  fix  hours,  and  fomctiraes  (fuch  is  the 
llreiigth  of  thc  favages)  days  together.  Then  they  frequently  un*. 
bind  him.  to  give  a  breathing  to  their  fury,  to  think  what  new 
torments  they  fhall  infiicl:,  and  to  refrefli  the  ftrength  of  the  fufferer, 
who,  weaiied  out  with  fuch  a  variety  of  iinheard-of  torments,  of¬ 
ten  falls  into  fo  profound  a  deep,  that  they  are  obliged  to  apply 
the  fire  to  a.vake  him  and  renew  his  fuffeiings.  He  is  again  failen.> 
cd  to  the  flake,  and  again  they  renew  their  cruelty;  they  dick' 
him  all  over  with  fmall  matches  of  wood,  that  eafily  take  fire 
hut  burn  flovily ;  they  continually  run  fliarp  reeds  into  every  part 
of  his  body;  they  drag  out  his  teeth  with  pincers,  and  thrud  oat 
his  eyes;  and  lattly,  after  having  burned  his  fledi  from  the  bones« 
with  flow  fires;  after  having  fo  mangled  the  body  that  it  is  all  but 
one  wound ;  after  having  mutilated  his  face  in  fuch  a  manner  as' 
tocairy  nothing  human  in  it;  after  haying  peeled  the  ikin  from- 
the  head,  and  poured  a  heap  of  red*hot  coals  or  boiling  water  on 
the  naked  fkull,  they  once  more  unbind  the  wretch,  who,  blind,, 
and  daggering  with  pain  and  wcaknefs,  aifaulted  and  pelted  upon 
every  fide  with  clubs  and  dopes,  now  up,  now  down,  falling'  inti>- 
their  fires  at  every  dep,  runs  hither  and  thither,  until  one  of  the 
chiefs,  whether  out  of  compadion,  or  weary  of  cruelty,  puts  an  "end 
to  his  life  with  a  club  or  a  dagger.  The  body  is  then  put  into  the 
kettle,  and  this  barbarous  employment  is  iucceeded  by  a  fead  as 
barbarous.  ^  * 

The  women,  forgetting  the  human  as  well-as'the  female  nature, 
and  transformed  into  fomething  worfe  than  furies,  att  their  parts, 
and  even  outdo  the  men  in  this  feene  of  horror,  while  the  princi¬ 
pal  perfons  of  the  country  fit  round  the  dake«  fmoktng  and  looking 
on  without  the  lead  emotion.  What  is  mod  extraordinary,  the 
fuiferer  himfelf,  in  the  little  intervals  of  his  torroen(t>  fmokes  too^ 
appears  unconcerned,  and  converfes  with  his  torturers  about  in«A 
ditferent  matters.  Indeed,  during  the  whole  time  of  his  execu^ 
tion,  there  feeins  a  conted  between  him  and  them  which  fhall  ex¬ 
ceed,  they  in  indidling  the  mod  horrid  pains,  or  lie  in  enduring 
them,  with  a  firmnefs  and  condancy'  almod  above  human  :  not  a; 
groan,  not  a  figh,  not  a  didortioii  of  cooutenaiice  efcape&^him  ;  he 
poiTefles  hi$  mind  intirely  in  the  inidd  of  his>  torments;  he  re^ 
counts  his  own  exploits;  he  Informs  them  what  cruelties,  be  bat 
iufiicled  upon  tbeir^countrymen,  and  threatens  them  with  the  re* 
vengc  that  will  attend  bis  death  ;  and,  though  his  reproaches  ex* 
aipeiate  them  to  a  perfecd  niadnefs  of  rage  and  fury,  hetbntinuet 
his  iufults  evenrof  their  ignorance  gf  the  art  of  totmentiDg,  point* 
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ing  out  liimfelf  more  exquifite  methods,  and  more  fenfihle  parts  of 
the  body  to  be  afliiv^ted.  The  women  have  this  part  of  courage 
as  well  as  the  men  ;  and  it  is  as  rare  for  an  Indian  to  behave  o- 
therwife,  as  it  would  be  for  any  European  to  fuff'er  as  an  Indian. 
Such  is  the  wonderful  power  of  an  early  inllitution,  and  a  fero- 
cions  thiril  of  glory.  **  1  am  brave  and  intrepid/^  exclaims  the 
lavage  in  the  face  of  his  tormentors,  “  I  do  not  fear  death,  nor 
any  bind  of  tortures;  thofe  who  fear  them  are* cowards;  they  are 
lefs  than  women  ;  life  is  nothing  to  thofe  that  have  coiirace; 
may  iny  enemies  be  confounded  with  defpair  and  rage:  Oh!  that 
1  could  devour  them,  and  drink  their  blood  to  the  lafl  drop,”  ' 

1  do  not  dwell  upon  thefe  circuinllances  of  cruelty,  which  fo 
degrade  human  nature,  out  of  choice;  but,  as  all  who  mention 
the  cufloins  of  this  people  have  inlHlcd  upon  their  behavionr  ia 
tliis  refpecf  very  paiiicnlaily,  and  as  it  feems  nccelTary  to  give  a 
true  idea  of  their  characler,  I  did  not  chufe  to  omit  it.  It  ferves 
to  llicw  likevvife,  in  the  (Irongefl  light,  to  what  an'  inconceivable 
degree  of  barbarity,  to  what  a  pitch  .the  paffions  of  men  may  be 
carried,  when  untamed  by  the  refinements  of  pnliflied  (bcicty,  and 
let  loofe  from  the  government  of  realbn,  and  uninfluenced  by  the 
dictates  of  chrillianity ;  a  religion  that  teaches  compaflion  to  our 
enemies,  which  is  neither  known  nor  pracliied  in  other  inflitutions; 
and  it  will  make  us  more  fenlible  than  fome  appear'  to  be,  of  the' 
value  of  commerce,  the  arts  of  a  civilized  life,  ami  the  light  of 
literature;  which,  if  they  have  abated  the  force  of  fome  ofltlte 
natural  virtues,  by  the  luxury  which  attends  them,  have  taken 
out  likevvife  the  fling  of  our  natural  vices,  and  foftened  the  fero¬ 
city  of  the  human  race.  ‘  *' 


Jn  Account  of  old  Thomas  Parr  ;  and  of  the  Dijfeflion  of  his  Bo^ 
dv  after  his  Death  :  From  a  Ma77ufcript  of  the  fatnoiis  Dr  Har¬ 
vey,  rjho  difeovered  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood. 

Thomas  Parr  was  a  poor  countryman  of  Shropfliire,  whence, 
he  was  brought  up  to  London  by  the  right  hon.  Thoinis 
carl  of  Arundel  and  Surrey,  and  died  after  he  had  outlived  nine 
])rinccs,  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  tenth  of  them,  at  the  age  of  152 
years  and  nine  months. 

Being  opened  after  his  death  {anno  1635,  Nov.  1 6.),  his  bodr 
was  found  very  flefhy,  his  breaft  hairy,  his  genitals  unimpaireOi 
ferving  not  a  little  to  confirm  the  report  of  his  having  undergone 
public  cenfures  for  bis  incontineucy  ;  efpecially  feeing  that,  after 
that  time,  'viz.  at  the  age  of  120  years,  he  married  a  widow,  who 
ow  ned,  eum  cum  ipfa  rem  babuijfe^  ut  alii  mariti  folent  ;  et  ufque 
ad  12  aiinos  retroados  folitum  cum  ea  congrefum  frequentofft* 
Farther,  that  he  had  a  large  breaft,  lungs  not  fungdus,  but  (lick¬ 
ing  to  his  ribs,  and  diftended  with  much  blood  ;  a  lividnels  in'bis 
face,  as  he  had  a  difficulty  of  breathing  a  little  before  his  death. 
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and  a  long  lading  warmth  in  his  arm-pits  and  bread  after  it/' 
which  (igns,  together  with  others,  were  fo  evident  in  his  body,  as 
ihcy  life  to  be  on  thofc  that  die  by  fufibcation.  'His  heart  was 
giear,  thick,  fibrous,  and  fat.  The  .blood  in  the  heart  blackiih 
ajid  dilated..  The  cartilages  of  the  (lernum  not  more  bony  than 
in  oiher.s,  but  flexile  and  loft.  His  vilcera  were  found  and  llrong; 
clpccially  the  floniach  ;  and  it  was  obferved.of  him,  that  he  ufed 
10  cal  often  by  night  and  day,  though  contented  with  old  cheefe, 
milk,  roarfe  bread,  fniall  beer,  and  whey ;  and,  which  is  more  re¬ 
markable,  that  he. did  eat  at  midnight  a  little  before  he  died.  His 
kivlncys  were  covered  with  fat,  and  pretty  Ibund;  only  on  the  in¬ 
terior  fuiTace  of  them  were  found  foine  aqueous  or  ferous  abfcelles^ 
whereof  one  was  near  the  bignefs  of  a  hen-egg,  with  a  ycllowifli 
water  in  it,  having  made  a  roundifli  cavity,  imprelfed  on*  that  kid- 
ire>  :  whence  fome  thought  it  came,  that,  a  little  before  his  death, 
a  riijrpreiTion  of  urine  had  befallen  him;  though  others  were  of 
opinion,  iliat  his  urine  was  luppreifed  upon  the  regurgitation  of 
all  the  ferofity  into  his  lungs,  v  Not  the  Icaft  appearance  there 
was  of  any  floiry  matter,  either  in  the  kidneys  or  bladder.  His 
bowels  vxere  alfo  ftuind,  a  little  whiiilh  without.  His  i'pleen  very 
111  lie,  hardly  equalling  the  bignefs  of  one  kidney.  In  lliort,  all 
Iris  iirward  parts  appeared  fo  healthy,  that,  if  he  had  not  chan- 
I  c(i  his  diet  and  air,  he  might  perhaps  have  lived  a  good  while' 
lorrL’er. 

'l  ire  ranfe  of  his  death  w’as  .imputed  chiefly  to  the- change  of 
lo(,d  and  air  ;  foraimuch  as,  coming  out  of  a  clear,  thin  and  free 
<iii,  he  tame  into  the  thick  air  of  London  ;  ;ind,  after  a  conflant, 
plain,  and  honfely  country  diet,  be  was  taken  into  a  fplendid  fa¬ 
mily,  where  he  fed  high,  and  drank  plentifully  of  the  belt  wines; 
'\hcicupon  the  natural  functions  of  the  parts  of  his  body  were  o- 
'crdiarged,  his  lungs  obftrutfted,  and  the  habit  of  the  whole  body 
q'iite  dduidered  ;  upon  which  there  could  not  but  enfue  a  difiblu- 
tiori. 

Mis  brain  was  found,  entire,  and  firm  ;  and  though  lie’had  not 
the  ufe  of  his  eyes,  nor  much  of  his  memory,  feveral  years  before 
he  died,  yet  he  had  his  hearing  and  apprehenfion  very  well,  and 
was  able,  even  to  the  hundred  and  thirtieth  years  of  his  age,  to 
du  any  hufbaiidnian’s  work,  even  ihrefhing  of  corn.

N/THS  Mary  Davis,  of  Great  Saughall,  near  Chiller,  anno  1668 
-1  cetatis  74.  When  flic  was  twenty-eight  years  of  age,  an 
excrelcence  grew  upon,  her  head,,  like  to  a  wen,  which  continued 
ftiirty  years,  and  then  grew  into  two  horns. 

J’here  is  a  print  of  this  woman  in  Dr  Charles  Leigh’s  Natural 
Hiibjry  of  Lancafliire,  Chclhire,  and  the  Peak  in  Derbyihirc, 
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J770;  fol.  tab.  ▼ii.  Tlic  infcription  (ignifics,  that  her  portrait 
was  taken  in  1668,  in  the  feventy-fecond  year  of  her  age;  that 
the  excrcfcence  continued  thirty-two  years  before  it  grevy  into 
horns ;  that  after  four  years  (he  caft  them  ;  then  grew  two  more; 
and,  in  about  four  years,  (he  caifl  thefe  alfo;  tliat  the  horns  which 
were  upon  her  head  in  i668,  w^ere  of  four  years  growth,  and  were 
then  loofe.  Her  piclurc,  and  one  of  her  horns,  arc  in  Aihmolc’^ 
IVlufeuin. 

In  the  univerfiiy  library  at  Edinburgh  is  preferved  a  horn, 
which  was  cut  from  the  head  of  Elizabeth  Love,  in  the  fiftieth 
year  of  her  age.  It  grew  three  inches  above  ^her  car,  and  was 
growing  feven  years.

Some  Account  of  the  Lemming,  vjhich  infefls  Ndrway,  atid  Jome' 
other  of  the  Northern  Countries. 

This  creature,  which  is  one  of  the  mod  fingular  animals  that 
we  know  of,  is  faid  to  be  a  native  of  the  mountains  of- Ro¬ 
len  in  Lapland.  It  feems  to  be  a  fpecies  of  the  rat,  with  a  fhort 
tail,  very  (hort.legs,  large  whifkers,  fmall  eyes  and  ears,  and  long 
fliarp  teeth.  About  once  or  twice  in  twenty  years,  they  appear 
in  vad  numbers,  advancing  along  the  ground,  and  devouring  every 
thing  that  is  green,  like  a  pedilence.  .  Some  flocks  of  them  march 
from  the  Rolen,  through  >iordland  and  P'inmark,  to  the  wedem 
ocean,  which  they  enter,  and,  after  having  fwam  about  for  fome 
lime,  peridi.  Other  bodies  take  their  rout  through  SwedidiLap^ 
land  to  the  Sinus  Bothnicus/ where  they  arc  drowned  in  the  fame 
manner.  They  advance  in  a  direct!  line ;  and,  if  tliey  arc  obliged 
to  go  round  a  large  (lone  or  rock',  they  feek  their  former  line  of 
direcVion,  in  which  they  proceed.  If  they  arc  oppofed  by  the 
peafants,  they  will  dand  and  bark  at  them  :  nevertbclefs,  great 
numbers  of  them  are  dedroyed  and  eaten  by  the  Lapland  dogs. 
If  a  boat  happens  to  be  in  their  way,  lying  in  a  river  or  creek 
which  they  intend  to  pals,  'th'eV  march  in  at  one  end  or  fide’ of 
ihe  velfel,  and  out  at  the  otherl  The  appearance  of.  thefe  yer- 
miu  Is  looked  upon  as  an  omen  of  a  bad  barved  ;  and  heretofore 
there  was  a  form  of  cxorcifni  nfed  againlt  them  by  the  Romilh 
clergy  :  but  if  ibcy  prognodicate  a  fcanty  crop,  they  make  amends 
in  btcafioning  a  good  hunting  feafon  ;  fur  they  arc  followed  by 
great  niimners  t»f  bears,  foxes,  and  other  animals,  which  eat  iheni 
as  the  moil  delicious  tood.  'J  he  common  people  fuppofc  that 
thefe  vermin  are  iranfporied  through  the  air  ;  and  fevcral  learn¬ 
ed  incu  are  of  the  fame  opinion.

\iVIAN,  forty  years  of  age,  named  Angclus  Amadei,  of  a  pl^ 

tboric  COD liiiu lion,  and  of  a  low  fiic,  having  a  malignant  fc- 
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ver,  l)rgan,  on  the  ninth  day,  to  grow  delirious,  and  continued  To 
dining  the  tenth  night  ;  when,  fcveral  bad  fymptoms  appearkig, 
it  was'  thought  he  mud  die  foon.  Early  on  the  eleventh  day,  in 
the  morning,  he  bid  the  by-danders  quit  his  room,  ahd  expreffed 
a  defire  of  going  to  fleep;  his  friends  were  unwilling  to  withdraw, 
iinlefs  they  fird  dripped  him  of  his  fliirt,  and  dried  him  of  the 
fveat  he  was  in.  But  the  patient  refufing,  and  at  lad  growing 
angry,  they  were  obliged  to  yield  to  his  will.  About  an  hour  if* 
ter,  a  woman  Went  into  the  bed-room,  and,  not  finding  the  man, 
(he  called  the  fervants,  who  fearched  the  houfe,  and  the  well,  in¬ 
to  which  they  feared  he  had  thrown  himfelf ;  but  to.  no  purpofe. 

In  the  mean  time  a  rumour  fpread,  as  is  ufiial  in  fuch  cafes, 
tli.it  this  had.  happened  either  by  the  interpodtion  of  the  devil, 
or  by  a  miracle. 

d  he  keeper  of  the  baths  at  Lucca  gave  orders  for  every  body 
to  make  a  diligent  fearch  ;  and,  on  the  third  day,  the  lick  man 
was  at  lad  found  in  a  vineyard,  about  two  miles  from  his  houfe, 
hiilden  in  a  hut,  where  he  faid  that  the  day  before,  he,  with  great 
r4iioiii(hment,  found  himfelf,  without  any  knowledge  how  he  came 
there.  It  Teemed  to  me,thathemud  have  gone  down  by  the  window 
of  the  bed -chamber,  which  was  not  far  from  the  ground.  Wh.at' ' 
Teems  mod  extraonlinary  is,  that,  in  order  to  quench  his  third, 
this  man  fwallowcd  a  large  quantity  of  fnow  (with  which  the  earth 
was  covered,  it  lieing  in  the  winter)  ;  and  that  neither  this  fort 
of  drink,  nor  the  cold  air,  did  in  the  lead  affecl  him;  for,  though 
he  had  gone  away  from  home  all  in  a  fwcat,  and  with  no  other 
covering  than  his  Hiirt,  yet  he  was  freed  from  his  fever,  and  ij| 
now  redored  to  his  former  health. 

0/  an  extraordinary  great  Headn 

Not  long  fince,  1  went  to  Benabii,  a  town  fituated  in  th^ 
territory  of  Lucca,  to  (ce  a  man,  wbofe  head,' I  had  heard, 
'v.as  much  larger  than  is  ufual.  The  fame  curiofity  procured  me 
the  honour  of  attending,  at  the  fame  place,  on  princefs  Lamber- 
tini,  niece  to  pope  Bencdiift  XIV.  whofc  health  1  had  the  care  of 
while  file  drank  the  water  of  our  baths. 

I  fiw  a  man,  thirty  years  of  age,  and  yet  of  the  fizc  of  a  boy 
of  feven  years  old,  who  was  fitting  on  a  couch-feat,  with  his  head 
(wliich  indeed  was  quite  out  of  lizc)  inclined  on  the  right  fide, 
and  reding  on  a  pillow;  which,  when  he  wanted  to  move,  he  fiip- 
})oried  with  his  hands,  as  it  lay  on  a  very  fmall  neck.  This  man 
liid  enjoyed  a  good  health  till  h^was  fix  years  old  ;  he  then  had 
a  diarrhoea,  which  laded  nine  months,  and,  upon  its  dopping,  his 
lower  extremities  were  feized  with  the  pal fy,  and  lod  their  ino- 
lion,  but  their  feeling  remained.  From  that  time  his  head  in- 
creafed  yearly,  together  with  hi*  fate,  iiofe,  ears,  eyes,  mouth, 
but  the  remainder  of  his  body  did  not  gtow  at  ali^  The  circum- 
VoL.  VJII.  Mm  fcrcncc 
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ferencc  of  his  fcalp  mcafured  thirty  f?vcn  inches  and  eight  lines, 
EngliHi  nicafure.  The  length  of  his  face  was  twelve  inches  and 
three  lines.  Thcfe  meafures  were  taken  by  the  faid  princefs  and 
feveral  of  her  attendants.  This  man  eats  greedily,  lleeps  well, 
blit  difeharges  his  farces  and  his  urine  involuntarily.  The  ftrength 
which  he  has  in  his  hands  is  very  furprifing,  being  fuch,  that  it  is 
difficult  for  any  perfon  to  get  loofe  from  him,  when  once  he  Holds 
fad.  He  is  beiides  quick  as  to  his  undcillanding,  he  talks,  and 
has  a  good  memoiy,  feldom  or  never  forgetting  what  he  has  read 
in  books.

In  the  month  of  December  1769,  tbe  finall-pox  was  introduced 
into  ibe  iilands  cf  Orktiey,  and  carried  od' vad  numbers  for  feveral 
mi>nths.  This  indtui  il  me  to  ufe  all  the  perfiiafive  arguments  I 
was  ntader  of,  with  fome  of  the  common  peojde,  to  fubniit  their 
children  to  that  operation  ;  and,  from  the  month  of  January  to  • 
Ap  III,  I  inoculated  332  in  the  north  illcs,  cxclufive  of  a  few*  in  the 
to'.vn  of  Kirkwall.  'I  hofe  whom  the  fpreading  mortality  compel¬ 
led  me  to  inoculate,  were  all  of  the  lower  clafs  except  a  few,  and, 
as  they  had  not  made  the  finalled  previous  preparation  for  fuch 
an  attack,  confequently  bad  the  very  word  accommodation  for 
ihofe  inoculated  ;  yet,  notwitlidanding  the  inclemency  of  the 
iVafon,  and  all  the  difid vantages  they  lal>onred  under,  I  had  fuch 
fncccfs,  that,  out  of  the  before  mentioned  number,  only  four  died, 
two  of  whom  died  for  want  of  due  attendance  from  the  nurfe, 
and  other  tinfavoiirable  circnmdances  peculiar  to  our  fituation  in 
thcfe  puts  ;  whereas,  by  the  natural  infect i(.n  now  raging  in  one 
of  the  iilands,  one  out  of  three  is  dying  ?  and,  by  the  drictcfl 
enquiry  I  can  make,  there  died  no  Ids  than  thlr'y-ninc  out  of  fix- 
ly-niiie,  in  the  town  of  Kirkwall,  by  tbe  natural  infection. 
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fannilc :  but,  as  he  fpoke  in  his  own  language,  the  people  dared 
ai  him,  but  couUl  not  To  much  as  giiefs  at  the  dritt  of  his  di(conr(e* 
"riicv  limn  concluded  him  to  be  out  of  his  fenfes,  and  carried  him 
10  a  mad  houfe,*  where  he  was  confined  for  fix  months*  One  of 
the  keepers  happening  to  hear  lilni  fpeak  the  word .Englifh^  in¬ 
formed  lord  Winchelfea,  who  was  then  atnbaflador.  to  the  Porte, 
that  a  mad  countryman  of  his  was  then  under  confinement.  HU 
lord  flu  p  fent  for  him  ;  and  he  appeared  before  him  in  a  torn  and 
dinv  hat,  which  he  could  not  by  any  means  be  perfuaded  to  take 
otf.  The  amhalfador  thought  that  a  little  of  theTnrkifli  difeipline 
woiihl  he  of  fcrvice  to  him,  and  prelenily  ordered  him  to  be  drub¬ 
bed  upon  the  feet.  This  occafioned  a  total  change  in  his  behavi¬ 
our,  and  he  acknowledged  that  the  drubbing  had  a  good  effeCi  «- 
pni:  bis  fpirit.  Upon  icarching  his  pockets,  a  letter  was  found, 
aildrell'ed  to  the  Great  'I'lirk,  in  which  he  told  him,  that  he  was 
a  leoarge  in  the  hand  of  God  to  challife  the  wicked  ;  and  that  he 
h  id  fent  him,  not  only  to  denounce,  but  to  execute  vengeance* 
He  was  put  on  board  a  fiiip  bound  for  England  ;  but  found  means 
to  efcaj)e  in  his  paflage,  and  returned  to  Conftaniinople.  He  was 
foon  after  put  on.  board  another  fliip,  and  fo  effe(5lually  fecured, 
tlijt  he  could  not  efcape  a  fecond  time*

He  Carefully  laid  hold  of  thefc  particu¬ 
lars,  by  means  of  which,  and  by  iiddref- 
fing  himfclf  to  the  love  of  power,  riches, 
mid  plrafure,  paflioni  univerfal  among 
nj  n,  he  experfted  to  raife  a  new  lyltem 
of  religion,  morcgcncral  than  any  which 
hiilirrlo  had  been  eftablilhed.  In  this 
dcfigti  he  was  aililicd  by  a  Sereian  tnonk, 
uhofe  libertine dif^vofition  had  made  him 
forrik<*  his  cloiftcr  and  profeflion,  and 
engage  in  the  fervice  of  Cadiga,  with 
hIioiu  lie  remained  as  a  domestic,  when 
Mahomet  was  taken  to  her  bed.  This 
iT.onk  was  perfectly  qualified,  by  his 
gieHt  learning,  for  fupplylng  the  defedts 
whieli  his  maiier,  for  want  of  a  liberal 
educ.ition,  laboured  under,  and  which, 
ill  all  probability,  mult  have  obllruCtcd 
the  exctuiion  ofhisdcngn.  It  was  ue- 
ceiiary,  however,  that  the  religion  they 
propofed  to  citablilh  fliould  have  a  di- 
'liir  i'<incVinn,  atiU  for  this  purpofe  Ma- 
homrr  turned  a  cajamiry,  with  which  he 
was  alHicted,  to  his  advantage.  He  was 
olicii  fubjccl  to  fits  of  the  cpllcpfy,  a 
difcal'e  which  thofe  whom  it  afllit^s  arc 
di  ill  out  to  conceal;  Mahomet  g^ve  out 
therefore  that  thefc  fits  were  trances  in¬ 
to  whicli  he  w.is  miraculouny  thrown  by 
f»od  Almighty,  and  durino  which  lie 
"  as  inltructed  in  his  will,  \Aiich  he  was 
ciunniandcd  to  pnblifli  to  the  world.  By 
this  Itrangc  ftory,  and  by  leading  a  re¬ 
tired,  abltemious,  and  auftere  life,  he 
cafily  acquired  a  character  for  fuperior 
lanctlty  among  his  acquaintance  and 
ntlglibours.  When  he  thought  himfclf 
fi'dicicnily  fortified  by  the  numbers  and 
enthufiafm  of  hh  followers,  he  boldly 
declared  Iiimfrlf  a  prophet,  fent  by  God 
into  the  world,  not  only  to  teach  his 
"’ill,  but  to  compel  mankind  to  obey  it. 
As  M'c  have  already  mentioned,  he  did 
not  lay  the  foundations  of  his  fyftem  fo 
narrow  as  only  to  comprehend  the  na¬ 
tives  of  his  own  conatry.  Ilis  mind,  tho* 
r.ulc  itiid  eothufiafiic,  was  enlarged  by 
travelling  into  diHant  lands,  wbofe  man¬ 
ners  and  religian  he  had  made  a  peculi¬ 
ar  Uiidy.  He  propnfed  that  the  fyftem 
he  c'ltabliilied  fhould  extend  over  oil  the 
neiy bbonriojr  nations,  to  whnfe  dotflrinet 
and  prejudices  he  had  taken  care  to 
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adapt  it.  The  eaftern  countries  were 
at  this  time  llrongly  infcifted  with  the 
hcrefy  of  Arius,  who  allowed  the  pro- 
phetic  office,  but  denied  the  divinity  ot* 
Jefus  Clirili-  Hgypt  and  Arabia  were 
filled  with  Jews,  M  ho  had  fled  into  thefc 
corn<?rs  of  the  world  from  the  perfecti- 
tion  of  the  emperor  Adrian,  who  threa¬ 
tened  the  total  extinJIion  of  that  people. 
The  other  inhabitants  of  ihcfe  countries 
were  Pagans.  Theic,  however,  had  little 
attachmeut  to  their  decayed  and  del  ided 
idolatry;  and  like  men  whofe  religious 
principle  is  ueak,  had  given  themfelvea 
over  to  plesfurc  and  fcufnaliiy,  or  to 
the  aeqailirion  of  riches,  in  order  to  be 
the  better  able  to  indulge  in  the  gratifi¬ 
cation  of  fenfe,  which,  together  with 
the  dotfkrine  of  predeitination,  coinpofcd 
the  foie  principles  of  their  religion  and 
pbilofophy.  Mahomet^s  fyftem  was  ex¬ 
actly  fuited  to  thefe  three  kinds  of  men* 
To  gratify  the  two  former,  he  declared 
that  there  was  one  God,  who  created 
the  world  and  governed  all  things  in  it; 
that  he  had  fent  various  prophets  into 
the  world  to  teach  his  will  to  mankind, 
among  whom  Mofes  and  Jefui  Chrift 
were  the  moil  eminent ;  but  the  endea¬ 
vours  of  thefe  had  proved  incfTedlual, 
and  God  had  therefore  now  fent  his  l.'ift 
and  greatcll  prophet,  with  a  rommiffion 
more  ample  than  what 'Mofes  or  Chrift 
had  been  intrufted  with.  He  had  com¬ 
manded  him  not  only  to  publifli  his  laws, 
but  to  fubdue  thofe  who  were  unwilling 
to  believe  or  obey  them;  and  for  this 
end  to  eftabliAi  a  kingdom  upon  earth, 
which  fhould  propagate  the  divine  law 
thronghout  the  world ;  that  God  Lad- 
defigned  utter  ruin  and  deftrutftion  to 
thole  who  fliouid  refufe  to  fubmit  to 
him,  but  to  his  faithful  followers  had 
given  the  fpoils  and  puiTeffions  of  all  the 
earth,  as  a  reward  in  this  life,  and  had 
provided  for  them  hereafter  a  Daradife 
of  all  fenfiial  enjoyments,  erpeclally 
thofe  of  love ;  that  the  pleafures  of  fuch 
as  died  in  propagating  the  faith  would 
be  peculiarly  intenic,  and  vaftly  trail* 
feend  thofe  of  the  reft.  Thefe,  together 
with  the  prohibition  of  drinking  ftrotig 
liquors  (a  reftraint  not  very  feverc  in 
warm  climates),  and  the  doeftrine  of  pre- 
deiiination.  were  the  capital  articles  of 
Mahomet’s  creed.  They  were  no  fooner 
publiflted  than  a  vaft  many  of  hit  coun¬ 
trymen  embraced  them  with  implicic 
faith.  They  were  written  by  the  ]>nift 
we  formerly  mentioned,  and  corapofe  a 
book  called  the  Koran,  or  Alkoraii.  by 
way  of  eminence,  as  we  fay  the  Bible/ 
which  means  The  B§ok»  The  iierfoa 
of  Mahomet,  him  ever,  was  ramiltar  to

the  ?rh;»hjiants  of  Mecca;  fo  that  the 
jrreaicr  part  oflhem  were  ftiflicicnil? 
convinced  ot  the  deceit.  The  more  en¬ 
lightened  and  leading  men  entered  into 
a  ililiiin  to  rill  him  off;  hot  Mahomet 
getting  notice  of  iheir  intention,  fled 
troni  hit  native  city  to  Medina  Talma- 
cdii,  or  the  City  of  the  Prophet.  The 
fame  of  hlx  miracles  anti  dodlrine  was, 
according  n>  cnllom,  greatcit  at  .1  dif- 
tance,  and  the  inhahitants  of  Medina 
received  him  nith  open  arms.  From 
this  f.'.ohl,  whlih  happened  in  the  622d 
ol'C.hritr,  t}«e  foriy-lonrih  year  of  Ma- 
liomet's  ;ge.  and  the  tenth  of  his  mi- 
iiidrv,  his  followers,  the  Mahometans, 
compnic  thrir  time,  ami  the  xva  is  cal¬ 
led  in  Arabic,  Ilcgit.i,  ;  r.  the  Flight 
JVlahomtt,  hy  ihe  atlilUncc  of  the  iif- 
hahitants  of  Medina,  and  of  others 
whom' his  inh'inaiioii  and  aJdrcIs  daily 
atlHchtd  to  him,  hrouglu  over  nil  his 
countrymen  to  a  belief,  or  at  Ir^ll  to  :^n 
actiuicfcencc  in  his  doctrines.  The 
fpeedy  propagation  of  ills  fyilcm  among 
the  Arabians  w.is  a  nets  argument  in  its 
liehalf  among  ilie  inhabiianrs  of  Fgypt 
tind  the  Edft,  M  ho  were  pievloully  dif* 


pofed  to  it.  Arians,  Jews,  and  Gentiles, 
all  forftmk  their  ancient  faith,  and  be* 
came  Mahometans,  lu  a  word,  the  cou. 
tagion  fpread  over  Arabia,  Syria,  Egypt, 
and  Pcrfia ;  and  Mahomet,  from  a*  dc- 
ceiiful  hypocrite,  became  the  moll  pow. 
erful  monarch  in  his  time.  He  died  in 
629,  leaving  two  branches  of  his  race, 
bt»th  cltcemed  divine  among  their  fnb- 
jetts  Thefe  were  the  caliphs  of  Peifia 
and  of  Egypt,  under  the  laft  of  which 
Arabia  was  included.  The  former  of 
thefe  turned  their  arms  to  the  E<ifl;,  md 
nmde  conqnrfls  of  many  countries.  The 
c.nliphs  of  Egypt  and  Arabia  directed 
their  ravages  towards  Euro^ic,  and  under 
the  name  of  baracens  or  Moors  (svbich 
they  obtained  becanfe  they  entered  En-'  1 
ivipe  from  Marrltaiiia,  in  Africa,  the  ^ 
cotmtry  of  the  Moor.s)  reduced  moft  of 
Sp.iin,  France,  Italy,  and  the  iHands  in 
the  Mediterranean. 

In  this  manner  did  the  fuccelTors  of 
th  at  impoftor  fpread  their Teligion  and 
chmjnells  over  the  grerateft  part  of  Alia, 
Africa,  and  Europe;  and  they  Hill  give 
law  to  aTcry  cunliJerable  part  of' man* 
kind. 
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TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA.

through  his  litie,  by  which  liis  cavaby 
was  much  hurt,  anil  part  of  t.is  artille¬ 
ry  taken,  with  the  rfficcr  that  conm’and* 
rd  it.  Thev  tock  a  great  rundcr  of 
Coffai  ks  prifoners,  winch  are  the  only 
people  to  svhmn  the  Tmks  give  rntrter 
in  the  day  of  b.stile;  for  they  nialf'cre 
all  uthris  whom  they  think  allicil  to  the 
K  uftlans —Letters  fince  received,  fpeak

Ruffians  and  Englifli,  inde- 
j'cndent  of  430  failors  hired  here,  and 
2D  Englilh  pilots,  which  they  took  on 
boisrd  at  Ellincur.  They  will  here 
about  15  days” 

Dafitzick,  AitjuJi  8.  **  A  courier  is  ar¬ 
rived  here,  who  came  diredtly  from  the 
Kninaii  army,  and  brings  advice  of  a 
complete  victory  which  the  Ruffians 
liave gained  over  the  Tartars;^  and  that 
the  laitc'r  have  loll  18,000  men.  AVe 
expect  the  particulars  and  a  confirma¬ 
tion  »»f  this  battle.” 

Auguft  8.  Lettersfrom  Corfou

retire  towards  the  Dardanelles.— Letters 
from  Zante  confirm  the  above  advices, 
and  add,  that  one  part  of  the  Ruffian 
Ihips  was  in  puiTuit  of  the  Turkilh 
fleet,  and  the  other  a«2itually  befieging 
N’ajHili  di  Romania." 

Petenturgb,  *July  27.  **  The  advan¬ 
tages  obtained  by  count  Romanzow  over 
the  Turks,  on  the  i8ih  of  this  month, 
have  been  fucceeded  by  another,  wherein 
major-general  Proforowfki,  having  or¬ 
ders  to  approach  the  fortrefs  of  Ozac- 
kow,  attacked  a  body  of  the  rnemy^s 
troops,  and  though  a  party  of  horfe  ral¬ 
lied  out  to  fupport  them,  they  were  rc- 
)>uired,  and  driven  back  to  the  town  with 
confidcrahle  lofs.  The  Cofaqyes  carried 
5033  iheep,  and  feveral  horfes.

'Phey  write  from  Peterfbnrgh,  that 
two  perfons  of  great  diilinCllon  had  juR 
been  arrelicd  there,  by  order  of  the  em- 
prefe,  and  committed  to  clufe  coefiae- 
meut. 
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Letters  from  Minorca,  dated  July  13. 
rreniion  the  arrival  at  that  illand  of  a 
Rtilfian  frigate,  and  four  large  Itorc- 
fliip«,  having  on  board  a  great  nnmbcr 
of  fuldiers,  wounded  in  fevri  al  cng  ige- 
nienis  in  the  Morca. .  A  Ruffian  admiral 
is  frtid  to  be  on  board  the  frigate,  wiili 
an  exprefs  for  Peterfburgh.  The  Ruf¬ 
fians  were  not  very  cnmimmlcativc ; 
from  whence  we  guefTed  they  had  not 
been  very  fuccefsful  in  their  firR  fea  en¬ 
gagement  with  the  Turks.  Orders  are 
given  to  our  people  to  k-ep  from  them, 
leR  the  Rufiians  ihoulil  have  the  plague 
on  hoard. 

It  was  this  morning  reported,  that 
letters  from  Smyrna  mention,  a  lisheme 
having  been  lately  difeovered  to  deliver 
up  that  city  to  the  Rulfians.  on  whicb 
occalion  feveral  perfons  have  been  taken 
up,  and  lent  in  chains  to  ConRan* 
tiuople.

A  private  letter,  received  yefterday 
from  Paris,  mentions,  with  great  confi¬ 
dence,  that  France,  feeing  how  the  tide 
of  affairs  in  European  Turkey  is  likely 
to  run,  has  abfolutcly 'made  overtures  of 
friendlhip  to  the  cinprefs  of  Rnffia. 

The  Ruflian  niinillcr,  wc  are  inform- 
'ed  from  good  authority  has  received  the 
particulars  of  the  victory  in  Moldavia  : 
and  they  agree  with  thole  given  in  the 
accounts  we  have  puMifhed. 

Letters  from  Berlin  advife,  that  the

Private  letters  from  Brunfwick  ad* 
vife,  that  the  king  and  queen  of  Den¬ 
mark  arrived  there,  on  a  viiit  to  their 
auguR  mother  the  princefs-dowager  of 
Wales.

'rhey  write  from  Cibjahar,  that  the 
empemr  of  IMoroeco’-s  lc]n.ulron,  rein¬ 
forced  bv  that  t»f  0»e  Algerines  and  T n- 
ii’fiaus,  i'.avc  had  an  obllmatc  engage¬ 
ment  viiih  the  Span  till  llect  off  Ceuta, 
in  M*hich  the  latter  met  with  a  conllder- 
ahle  repulfe— The  fame  letters  add, 
that  the  court  of  Madrid,  upon  news 
thereof,  had  difpatclud  a  courier  to 
Icttlc  the  ililfcrenccK  with  the  emperor.

tnjt  R.irbarian  piliue  iliouhl  carry  his 
iitcnaccs  into  execution.  >Vc  arc  the 
more  confirmed  in  this  opinion,  becanfc 
hit  molt  faithful  m.ijcltv  tias  lent  orders 
to  count  dc  la  Lippe  Bockebourg,  gene- 
raliflinio  of  his  forces,  to  return  imme- 
riiatcly  to  l.iOron,  where  his  prefence  is 
judged  iicceffaiy,  in  order,  ns  is  luppo- 
fed,  to  concert  incafures  in  confequcuce 
i»f  lur  prefent  conjunctnre  of  affairs. 

A  letter  from  J.ilbon  fays,  *•  The  ma-  . 
nv  executions  there  have  l>een  here  of 
Ut;  arc  lUockuig  to  luimaQ  nature. 


Gentlemen  have  been  drage;ed  from  their 
bottles  to  a  dungeon,  and,  without  any 
form  of  trial,  iu  the  dead  of  night,  had 
their  heads  fevered  from  their  bodies, 
from  falfc  informations.  -  The  crime 
they  M’ere  charged  avith,  is  faid  to  be  t 
pUn  for  ailiifHnating  his  inajclly;  but 
the  charge  is  fnppofcd  to  be  groundlefs, 
becaufe  they  have  never  attempted  to 
prove  it.  1  hope  I  fhall  be  able  foon  to 
fettle  my  affairs,  that  I  may  return  to 
my  native  country,  a  Und  of  liberty;  for 
I  am  heartily  wearied  of  living  in  an  ar¬ 
bitrary  country,  where  fiich  feenct  of 
cruelty  are  daily  prefentecl." 

Some  letters  from  Genoa  mentioo  a 
'report  prevailing  there,  that  the  fenate 
arc  actually  upon  the  point  of  coming 
to  an  open  roptnte  with  France;  the 
hone  of  contention  being  foine  difputei 
relative  to  the  total  falc  of  Corfica. 

A  foreign  ambaffador  aiked  lord  Buto 
at  Paris,  whether  became  thither  with 
a  public  character?  No,  ^nfwercd  bU 
lorctlhip,  1  come  like  a  French  miniffer 
—without  any  characTter  at  all. 

They  write  from  Paris,  that  the 
wolv'cs  have  lately  made  great  ravages 
in  the  Uj>prr  N^inandy.  A  young  wo¬ 
man  was  killed,  and  feveral  perfont  « 
wounded,  the  beginning  of  this  month, 
by  one  of  thofc  animals,  in  the  Pays  de 
Canx.  The  inicndant  of  the  province 
has  offered  a  rcw'ard  for  the  head  of  C« 
very  wolf  that  fliall  be  brought  him. 

'J'he  late  earthquake  on  the  ifland  of 
St  Domingo  has  ojtened  a  volcano  in  the 
Rapion,  a  mountain  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  the  town  of  Petit  Guave.  This 
ernpiion  has  probably  been  the  meana 
of  laving  the  whole  illand.  By  foroe 
French  accounts,  the  plantations  in  the 
country  have  not  fuffered  foconfiderably 
as  was  at  firft  reported. 

Letters  from  Jamaica,  dated  June  the 
6th,  fay,  that  the  Spaniards  have  burnt 
many  thoufand  feci  of  mahogany,  .all  t- 
long  the  coaft  of  Cuba  ;  and  they  ketp 
fucii  a  look  out,' as  w  ill  make  that  trade 
very  dangerous  for  the  future. 

I'hc  Virginians  have  entered  into  an 
affociation  to  prevent  the  importation  of 
goods  from  Great  Britain,  which  wM 
ligned  at  Williamfburgh,  on  the  22d  of 
June  Dft,  by  i68  perfuns ;  after  which 
the  whole  company,  preceded  by  the 
moderator,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
trade,  walked  in  proceflion  from  the  Ci- 
piiol  to  the  Raleigh  tdvern,  where  the 
following  toads  were  drank  :  the  kingi 
the  queen  and  royal  family  ;  the  gover¬ 
nor  of  Virginia ;  the  fpeaker  of  the 
houfe  of  burgelTes  ;  the  moderator,  aiM* 
all  patriotic  alTociators ;  the  chaiintf^ 
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and  (linff  wnrthy  pentlemen  of  th»  tr^ 
who  fo  nobly  facri6ced  their  private  iu- 
torclU  in  ihr  caufc  of  public  liberty; 
Britllli  liberty  in  America;  Daniel  De- 
l.inv,  K.fq;  the  Pcnfylvania  farmer;  the 
ilukeof  Richmond  ;  lord  Chatham  ;  lord 
('..cnbvlen  ;  lord  Shelburne  ;  the  worthy 
merchants  who  joined  in  the  pe¬ 
tit  i  )n  to  parliament  for  redrefs  of  Ame- 
ri..jH  oricvances;  may  the  efforts  of 
Vii  t’ini’a.  joined  with  her  lifter  colonics 
in  tUc  canVe  of  liberty,  he  crowned  with 
f'.uctfs  ;  May  the  wifdom  of  Athens,  the 
tire  of  Rome,  and  ftrengih  of  Jlritain, 
he  nnited  in  every  American  breaft ; 
M  ty  the  rofe  flooiiilli,  the  thilllc  grow, 
afi'l  the  harp  be  tuned  to  the  caufc  of 
American  liberty. 

Frequent  conferences  a  re  held  between 
the  French,  Spanilh,  and  imperial  am- 
b  I'.l  uloi  s,  generally  at  the  houlcs  ol  the 
fiM  Uier  or  latter . 

This  morning  an  exprefs  arrived  at 
his  excellency  the  Rulilan  ambaJUdor’s 
f.o<n  the  Hague. 

Yeftcrday  difpatches  were  received 
at  ihe  fecrctary  o<  ftate’s  office  from  his 
excellency  Guy  Carleton,  Efq;  gover¬ 
nor  of  Canada,  which  were  immediately 
tommiinicaied  to  his  majefty. 

A  fqnadron  of  Ihips,  sve  hear,  will 
foon  he  ordered  to  cruize  along  the 
M>  »(l  of  the  Caribbcc  and  other  fniall 
iilan  s  difperfed  ihrongh  the  north  fca. 

The  New-York  merchants  are  now 
flipping  off  large  quantities  of  all  forts 
of  Hritifli  manufactures,  in  confequence 
ofoiders  received  by  the  laft  packet; 
fo  that  the  re{K>rts  publiihed  in  many 
of  the  news-papers,  that  fnch  orders 
were  countermanded,  arc  without  foun¬ 
dation. 

The  like  credit  is  to  be  given  to  the 
reports  fpread  by  the  bears  in  Change- 
ailcy,  of  great  armaments  making  in  the 
ports  of  France  and  Spain,  and  of  fleets 
fitting  out  at  Portfinouth  and  Plymouth, 
which  arc  equally  untrue.  It  is  hoped, 
therefore,  that  the  proprietors  of  the 
funds  will  not  fuffer  themfelvcs  to  be 
deceived  by  fnch  falfe  and  repeated  iui- 
pofitions. 

Several  merchant-fhips  arc  now  en- 
in  *he  river  by  foreign  agents 
for  the  Ruilian  fervice,  to  be  employed 
as  tranfports  to  the  fleet  daily  expedte^ 
from  the  Baltic. 

The  merchants  yeftcrday  received 
notice,  that  the  treal’iire  from  Cadiz  on 
their  account  is  landed,  and  loaded  in 
P«r*l*moiilh,  which  will  ar¬ 
rive  at  the  bank  this  day. 

We  hear  that  feveral  gentlemen,  fnp- 
porters  of  the  bill  of  rights,  are  difperfed 
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in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  ia 
order  to  feleCt  matter  to  be  laid  before 
the  public  the  approaching  winter,  and 
that  large  fubferipttons  are  daily  re¬ 
ceived  by  that  fociecy  for  general  nfe. 

No  left  than  fevrntcen  heads  of  bills 
for  patriotic  pnrpofes  are  now  faid  to  he 
under  theconlidcrationof  n  great  lawyer 
and  his  aiibciaces  in  the  minority,  in  or¬ 
der  to  be  introduced  into  parliament 
the  enfuing  feflions. 

It  is  now  faid  to  be  abfolutely  deter¬ 
mined  that  Sir  Edward  Hawke  fhall 
continue  to  prelide  at  the  admiralty 
board,  as  he  has  not  for  many  years  en¬ 
joyed  fo  good  health  and  fpirits  as  at 
prefent. 

Lord  North,  it  is  faid,  intends  to  pay 
the  officers  of  the  navy  their  half-{wiy 
every  fix  months.  The  government 
have  always  before  been  nine  months  in 
arrears. 

Yefterday  1 30 recruits  from  the  High¬ 
lands  of  Scotland,  arrived  in  town,  fof 
the  fervice  of  the  Eaft-lndia  company. 

There  is  a  fcheme  now  in  agitation  to 
oblige  all  farmers,  who  keep  their  dead 
ftock  unfold  above  one  year,  to  pay  doty 
for  the  fame. 

We  hear  that  the  poftmafters-gencral 
have  held  a  conference  with  fome  of 
the  miniftry,  on  the  frequent  robbing  of 
the  mails. 

On  M’‘cdncfday  night  general  Paoli,  on 
his  return  from  Richmond,  was  attacked 
by  a  fiiigle  highwayman,  who  robbed 
him  of  his  purfe. 

The  church  of  Keolington,  which  is
